R u m b lin g s of flames, the ra ttle of 
rifles, an d the clank of the fire b r i ­ 
gades made a g rim symphony for the 
bloody tragedy. 
F r e q u e n t bomb e x ­ 
plosions added to the te r r o r of the 
night. 
T his m o r n in g the firemen w e re 
e x h au sted and it w as doubtful w hethe r 
they could conti nue and fight aga ins t 
th e a rs o n squads. 
T h e dea th list w as brought u p to 
31 by the killing of tw o p e rsons by 
sn ip e rs 
e arly 
today.

Police saved m a n y ho uses in the 
w a r zone, and confiscated rifles and 
a m m u n it io n found in

In p a r t s of the city t r e n c h e s w ere 
d ug a c r o s s th e street by the in h a b i­ 
t a n t s w h o g u a r d e d them all n ig h t d e ­ 
te r m i n e d to preve nt g u n m en from in ­ 
vadin g the neighborhood.
